W ASHIXGTOY, Aug. 7, 1852.

My Dear Sir: It may be, perhaps, my dnty,
in reply to your letter, to express some of my
opinions upon the more prominerrt _pnhl’w.-nl
questions which now encage the public mind,
expecially as they may afivct the State of South
Carolina.

With a firm belief that the Constitution of
the United States has been undermined by con-
atruction, and the interests of the South sm.-.ri-
ficed by compromises, I can entertain no opin-
jon that could favor either one or the other.
When the Missouri Compromise was adopted,
1 believe a fatel breach was made in the Con-
stitution, and that the elements of the dominant
majority were then introduced into this govero-
ment, which now assume to rule the destines of
this country. This meusure had the sanction
of great names, and pure patriots. I neverthe-
Jess think it a fatal error, influenced, perhaps,
by lights which time and events have shed upon
its operation, and which were not apparent to
those who adopted it. It was regarded, how-

ever, as o part of the system of this government |
for a long time; and if it had been observed in |

agod: faith, perhaps the South onght not to

have disturbed it.  But its spirit and principles

Have been notoriously disregarded and violated.

With this certainty before me, I would have |
Been false to my own convictions, if Ihad been
willing to adopt any compromise involving any
concession by the South. And I am not now
willing, by any opinion which I may express, or
any course of policy which 1 may pursue, to
give any sanetion Lo the Compromise measures
of the last Congress. Time has not mnnde
them more acceptable to methan they were at
the beginning. — =

They met with my opposition while they
were under discussion, and my Pprotest after
they were passed—and my judgment can never
be reconciled to approve them. They afford no
security to the South against the agitation of

3 o
halls of Congress, and in the assemblies of the
people and State Legislatures of the non-
alaveholding States—not only unchecked and
uncontrolled, by compromwises and platforms,
but, in every successive state of its aggression,
is ratified and sanctioned by them.

With regurd to the admission of California,
my views upon that subject have been frequent-
ly expressed, and remain unchanged. That
State having been admitted without precedent,
it has opened to the majority the power of
making and moulding Statcs, rather than ad-
mitting new States into the Union according to
the Constitation. Justice and eandor, howev-
er,require me to say, that California has no
temptations from interest, that I can see, to be
against the South on the docirines of free
trade, and at present, perhaps, none on the
subject of African slavery.

With these views, it is impossible that I caf
take any interest in the Presidential election, so
far as to give uny positive countenunce to the
doctrines and mensures of the Compromise ;

and 1 cannot overlook or disregard the fact, that |

both the candidates for the Presidency stand
upon the Compromise, asa part of their plat-
form—ench of the great parties having solemn.
ly incorporated it into its political creed. 1 can-
not abandon the principles upon which T based
my oppositivn to these measures, or approve
now, what I disapproved and denounced a few
months ngo. Notwithstanding my personal
regard for General Scott, and my admiration
for his high military fame, I am the very anti-
pode of his school of pulitics, and would be
compelled, if he were clected, to take an active
part against his administration, if’ it should be
condutted upon the doctrines which he main-
tuins, and guided by the assoviates with whom
heisallied. With General Pieree, 1 might have,
politically, nearer aflinitivs.  In doctrine, he ia a
strict constructionist, of the State Rights
school, and so fur as it regards the South,]
believe he has mo prejudice or bigotry, and
would do his duty to her according to the Con-
stitution. But both my experience and obser-
vation teach me, that itis in viin to look here
for the reform of this government, or to hope
for the security of the South as the result of a
Presidential election. The discase which we
would heal is radical, and unless there be ap-
plied some enforcible power to confine the
federal government within the aphere preseribed
by the Constitution, it must beeome an elective
despotism. In my dgliberate judgment, this
enforeible power will never be found in any
Chief Magistrate that will ever be eleeted.
The power to regulate commerce alone, which
may be so used as to exhaust the means of one

acction to build up the prosperity of another, |

unless controlled, will, like Aaron's rod, swul-
low up all the rest.

These being my convietions, T do not desire
to see South Carolina ahsorbed in any organi-
zation looking to & Presidential contest. If
she cannot be the champion of the whole South,
Jet her assume the humbler and more unpre-
tending oftice of being the sentinel of her own
Honor and interests, and the firm and consistent
friend- of her natural allies. It may becume her
duty to* vote in the appronching Presidential
election, and if so; that duty, though disagreea-
ble it may be, should be perfurmed but, in
doing so, | should be sorry to see our State
descend to wage an internecine war at home.
When the time to vote shall arrive, let her take
choice of the alternalive presented, and vote
for the candidate least offensive to herself re-
spect and political principles. Impressed as I
am as present, I think the Slate should vote the
Democrat ticket, in preference to the Whig. It
is her duty to maintain that this is a confedern-
ey of sovereign States, instead of a consoli.
dated empire, subject only to the will and wis-
dom- of a bare majority. I would not have
South Carolina to forget that she is one of
these sovereign States, and to suppose herself

“bound to conform, inall things, to the policy of
parties in her eister Southern States; yet I
think it is her true policy, on questions of great
and vital interest, which involve the public
safety, not to wholly isolate herself from the
Btates wilh whom she is most nearly identified.
‘Inthe practice and observance of this policy,
she may find- a motive and justification for
casting her vote in the approaching election for
Presidont. Indeciding upon her course, ehe
should be governeds not by those partisan fecl-

DIVISION OF PENDLETON.
We notice in the Anderson Gazetle a petition
which is to be circulated in Anderson and 'ick-
ens districts, praying the Legislature to alter the
Constitution of the State so as to divide Pen-
dleton into two eleetion districts.  The reasons
set forth by this document for the desired change
are the following:

“ Because, since the apportionment of repre-
sentation, to wit: by a treaty with the Chero-
kee Indians, concluded in 1816, two hundred
and twenty thousand six hundred aeres of ter-
ritory was acquired by the State, which, by snb-
sequent amendment of the Constitution, was
mude a portion of Pendleton district, without a
corresponding equivalent in representation.

s« Because, by reason of this large nccession
of territory, it now contuins nearly 100,000
acres more than any other electorul division in
the State.

“ Beeause, of the 280.385 while inhabitants
of South Carvling, the lurge number of 26,229,
being nearly the onc-tenth part of the whole,
reside in the electoral limits of Pendleton dis-
trict, whilst she is now ouly allowed one forty-
fifih part of the representutive power of the
State in the Senate.

“ Beeause, it Pendleton distriet was divided
into two election districts, the distriets of An-

“This bridge was erected in 1832-3, upon
Townes plan.  In length, it was near 500 feet,
and restedd upon two wooden piers, ascending
from the bed of the river, and vpon wouden
abitments upon the banks. The piers were
built of Llack cypros timber, and Lave stood
sinee the bridee was built. . Their renewal was
deemed necessary by the company at that time,
and workmen were engaged in that operation,
and had sneceeded in replacing abont half® the
timbers in the one on the Bastern side of the
river. It s evident that the giving away of the
pier undergoing repairs was the eanse of the
disaster.

“The strength of the picer standing is beyond
coneepiion.  More than 300 feet of the bridge
had 1o other support but that and the abuiment
un the east bank of the river, the weight of
| which was so great as to break all the irestle
timbers sliort off near it, leaving it and about a
third of the bridue at the west end standing
uninjured. :

“The falling of the bridge will seriously in-
convenience the travelling public; but we hope
for a very short time,  Indeed, arrangements are
